Rail union 
chief rejects 
wage proposals

railroad u nion presid ent tod ay 
rejected the recommend ations 
of a presid ential board for a 37 
per cent pay raise for rail 
workers and threatened a strike 
for Dec. 11. 
C. L. Dennis, head of the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Airline 
and 
Railway 
Clerks, 
said 
the 
contract recommend ations of 
the White Hou se panel were 
inad eq u ate from sev eral stand ­ 
points. 
Dennis said he wou ld ord er 
the 200,000 railroad members of 
his u nion on strike ju st two 
weeks before Christmas if there 
were no contract agreem ent or 
prospect of agreem ent by then. 
Bu t Dennis specifically in­ 
clu d ed passenger trains, among 
what he d escribed as “essential 
serv ices,” that he said wou ld be 
ex empted from a strike. He 
stressed that any strike wou ld 
be against rail management, 
“not the pu blic.” 
The presid ential board Mon­ 
d ay recommend ed a pay raise 
ov er three y ears of 32.5 per 
cent. Compou nd ed , howev er, it 
wou ld come to 37 per cent, 
officials pointed ou t tod ay . 
The recommend ations also 
called for changes in work ru les 
that 
the 
ind u stry 
say s are 
ou tmod ed and inefficient. The 
u nions hav e resisted work ru le 
changes. 
In rejecting the proposals, 
Dennis said they d id not contain 
“enou gh money ,” and also fell 
short in other areas workers 
d eemed v ital. He cited absence 
of ad eq u ate improv ements in 
v acations, holid ay s, job secu rity 
and other fringe areas.

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De Gaulle is dead at 80 


PARIS (AP) — Charles d e 
Gau lle is d ead in his 80th y ear. 
The 6 -foot-4 general who led 
France back from the ashes of 
World War II d efeat and then 
sav ed it again from the chaos of 
1958, su ccu mbed Mond ay night 
to a ru ptu red aneu rism, a circu ­ 
latory ailment. His d eath d id 
not become known u ntil tod ay , 
and France plu nged into mou rn­ 
ing. 
F ar remov ed from the mili­ 
tary and political battles that 
immortalized him, De Gau lle

d ied at his cou ntry home in Col- 
ombey -les-d eu x -Eglises, where 
the fu neral will be held Thu rs­ 
d ay with a minimu m of pomp in 
keeping with his wish. No offi­ 
cial gov ernment representativ e 
will be present, bu t at the same 
time France will hav e a d ay of 
national mou rning with simu lta­ 
neou s serv ices in Notre Dame 
Cathed ral and all the nation’s 
chu rches. All the chu rch bells, 
in F rance’s magnificent cathe­ 
d rals and in tiny chapels, will 
peal ou t their message. 
A little before 7 p.m. De 
Gau lle stepped ou t of his office 
in his cou ntry retreat, pu t both 
hand s below his waist, and told 
his wife Yv onne, “Oh, how it 
h u rts.” 
He slipped to the floor, and a 
serv ant immed iately called the 
d octor and the Rev . Clau d e 
Jau gey , the v illage priest. Fath­ 
er Jau gey said that when he a r­ 
riv ed he was hu rried to the sec­ 
ond -floor room where he saw De 
Gau lle stretched ou t on the 
floor, fu lly d ressed in a d ark 
su it. 
Father Jau gey said De Gau lle 
was not d ead , bu t seemed to be 
u nconsciou s. 
“ He was su ffering terribly ,” 
the priest said . 
An earlier accou nt reaching 
Paris had said De Gau lle was 
seated in an arm chair waiting 


for the ev ening telev ision news­ 
cast when he d ied . 
The priest said that when he 
left the De Gau lle home the for­ 
mer presid ent was d ead . Father 
Jau gey was asked to promise to 
remain silent. 
The nation’s tribu te to its 
longtime lead er will be in ac­ 
cord ance with his wishes. 
“ I d o not wish a national fu ­ 
neral,” he said in a d ocu ment 
d ated 1952. “ No presid ent, no 
ministers, 
no 
parliam entary 
committees, no representativ es 
of gov ernment organs. Only the 
French military serv ice may 
take 
part 
officially 
... 
No 
speech will be pronou nced .” 
At Key Biscay ne, Fla., the 
Florid a White Hou se annou nced 
that Presid ent Nix on will fly to 
Paris Thu rsd ay to attend a state 
memorial serv ice for De Gau lle 
in the Cathed ral of Notre Dame. 
De Gau lle escaped assassina­ 
tion attem pts three times, and 
for many it was hard to believ e 
that he had d ied peacefu lly . 
Colombey - les - d eu x -Eglises 
—Colombey of the two chu rches 
—is 16 miles east of Paris. Presi­ 
d ent Georges Pompid ou will go 
there Wed nesd ay to pay his per­ 
sonal tribu te. 
The last of the great lead ers 
of the Eu ropean war in 1939-4 5 
had liv ed in retirem ent in the 
v illage since he resigned from 


the presid ency in April 1969. He 
had been writing his memoirs. 
At his d eath De Gau lle was 
ju st 13 d ay s short of his 80th 
birthd ay . He was born in Lille 
Nov . 22, 1890. 
The National Assembly halted 
its morning session on learning 
of the d eath. Rad io stations be­ 
gan play ing solemn mu sic. 
An obscu re arm y brigad ier 
when France fell in 194 0, De 
Gau lle seized the lead ership of 
those who wou ld not giv e in to 
d efeat and weld ed the Free 
French mov ement. 
After lead ing his forces back 
to Paris, he head ed a prov ision­ 
al gov ernment u ntil Janu ary 
194 6, when he took his first 
walkou t from the factional poli­ 
tics 
which 
plagu ed 
prewar 
France and rev iv ed q u ickly aft­ 
er the war. 
He retu rned to power in Ju ne 
1958, w'hen the Algerian war 
threatened to split France apart. 
Ru thlessly bru shing asid e his 
military su pporters who wanted 
to keep Algeria French, he end ­ 
ed the war in North Africa, 
freed France from her colonial 
cu mbrances, and then fou nd ed 
the Fifth Repu blic, giv ing it 
a strong presid ential form of 
gov ernment. 
An au tocraft who brooked no 
interference, De Gau lle q u it the 
presid ency and retired to his 


cou ntry home when the French 
electorate 
failed 
to 
su pport 
some comparativ ely minor con­ 
stitu tional changes he d emand ­ 
ed . 
The first v olu me of his m em­ 
oirs appeared in France last 
month. 
Visitors last month to De 
Gau lle reported him in fine 
health, relax ed , an attentiv e 
host and mentally v igorou s. In 
Ju ne, he and his wife mad e a 
motor trip to Spain. 
De Gau lle stamped his per­ 
sonal imprint u pon France with 
the force of a Napoleon. 
Nu rtu red and su stained by 
crisis, his statu re was highest 
when his nation’s fortu nes were 
lowest. He marched alone and 
mad e political capital of his sol­ 
itu d e. 
“ De Gau lle is not on the left,” 
he once said . “Nor on the right. 
Nor in the center. He is abov e.” 
He was, throu ghou t his long 
political career, consistently a r­ 
rogant. He claimed all his ac­ 
tions and statem ents and d e­ 
mand s were intend ed for the 
greatness and the grand eu r of 
France. 
After he emerged from self- 
imposed obscu rity in 1 9 5 8 and 
assu med power, the au stere, 6- 
foot-4 general ru led like a be­ 
nev olent d espot. He treated his 
Cabinet ministers as if they

were d isord erly schoolboy s. On 
foreign policy he answered to no 
one. He jarred nation after na­ 
tion, inclu d ing his own. 
Bu t after 11 y ears, the od d s 
began to pile u p against him. In 
early 1969, Dean Acheson, one­ 
time U.S. secretary of state, 
pred icted De Gau lle was on his 
way ou t, say ing: “The d aring 
old man on the fly ing trapeze is 
performing against the increas­ 
ing loss of eq u ipment. He is al­ 
read y working withou t a net and 
will soon be withou t a trapeze. 
The crash can not be long d e­ 
lay ed .” 
It was not. In April that y ear, 
De Gau lle staked his fu tu re on a 
referend u m v ote for gov ern­ 
ment centralization and Senate 
reform, say ing he wou ld resign 
if the v oters rejected it. 
The tally , with 80 per cent of 
registered v oters casting bal­ 
lots, was 4 7 .6 per cent for the 
proposals and 5 2.4 per cent 
against. As soon as the resu lt 
was clear, De Gau lle annou nced 
in the early morning of April 28, 
1969: “ I am ceasing the ex er­ 
cise of my fu nctions as presi­ 
d ent of the repu blic. This d eci­ 
sion takes effect at noon tod ay .” 
And ju st that q u ickly he was 
gone from the national and in­ 
ternational stages, becoming a 
cou ntry sq u ire in Colombey les 
Deu x Eglises.

The first combined cou nty - 
city law enforcement v entu re in 
Northern Illinois mov ed to with­ 
in one step of reality tod ay as 
the Lee Cou nty Board of Su per­ 
v isors approv ed a lease which 
specifies the su bleasing of the 
lower floor of the Lee Cou nty 
Law Enforcement Bu ild ing to 
the city of Dix on for u se by its 
police d epartm ent. 
The pact is ex pected to be act­ 
ed u pon by the City Cou ncil in 
its meeting tonight. 
The lease was introd u ced to 
the board by Bu ild ing Commit­ 
tee Chairman Blaine Allen, and 
with little d iscu ssion, Su perv i­ 
sor Au gu st Fraza mov ed for its 
ad option, which was approv ed 
on a 26-1 roll call v ote. Only 
board member v oting aganst 
the m easu re was Floy d Archer, 
Compton, who commented that 
the prov isions prov id ed “too 
cheap a rent for a bu ild ing like 
that.” 
The agreem ent 
sets forth 
items to be prov id ed by each the 
cou nty and the city and for the 
sharing of some items. 
The cou nty agrees to su blease 
the bu ild ing’s lower lev el for a 
period of 20 y ears, ex cept for 
that area which hou ses the m e­ 
chanical eq u ipment 
and the 
Civ il Defense Unit. 
Common u sage on the lower 
lev el of the ev id ence room, 
committee room, pistol range 
and space for one cou nty car in 
the garage was stipu lated . 
The cou nty agrees to fu rnish 
heat for both lev els and the city 
to fu rnish the water req u ired for 
the operation of the bu ild ing. 
The city will fu rnish female ra ­ 
d io commu nications operating 
personnel in su fficient nu mbers 
and with su fficient training to 
operate the rad io console eq u ip­ 
ment for the operation, su ch 
serv ice to be in lieu of rental. 
Separate electrical 
serv ice 
m eters will be installed for each 


party . Each will pay 50 per cent 
of the costs of the telephone 
switchboard and share the cost 
of pu rchasing, installing, and 
maintaining of LEADS eq u ip­ 
m ent, NCIC eq u ipment, tele­ 
ty pe eq u ipm ent, and other 
shared items. 
The city will be responsible 
for constru cting su ch facilities 
as may be necessary for the ef­ 
ficient cond u ct of the law en­ 
forcement fu nctions of the city . 
City Commissioner George 
Lamb, also a co-ord inator for 
the Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission (ILEC), noted re­ 
cently that the lease had to be 
completed before the first part 
of December when he wou ld 
meet with officials of the ILEC 
when they consid er a constru c­ 
tion grant which wou ld aid the 
city in setting u p their portion of 
the bu ild ing. 
The lease will be su bject to 
y early rev iew by both parties 
and stipu lates that the lease 
may , after fiv e y ears, be term i­ 
nated by either party , by one of 
them notify ing the other two 
y ears in ad v ance of the d esired 
termination d ate. 
Effectiv e d ate of the lease, 
pend ing passage by the City 
Cou ncil, is Dec. 1 of this y ear. 
In other action the board be­ 
cam e inv olv ed in a prolonged 
d iscu ssion on personal property 
and real estate tax es, with Su ­ 
perv isor of Assessments Elm er 
Miller ou tlining to the su perv i­ 
sors the assessed v alu ation for 
197 0. The cou nty shows a d e­ 
crease of $7 ,120,560. Final as­ 
sessment for the cou nty showed 
an assessed total v alu ation of 
$217 ,285,4 10. 
Cou nty Clerk John Stou ffer 
ou tlined a “d ou ble loss” which 
wou ld occu r u pon the elimina­ 
tion of the personal property 
tax . Citing a 25 per cent red u c­ 
tion in personal property tax 
monies receiv ed becau se of the 
property tax red u ction, Stou ffer 
also ou tlined a proportionate 


loss which wou ld occu r becau se 
a three per cent treasu rer’s fee 
which is collected on these tax es 
wou ld also be gone. 
Two letters from E. R. Ober- 
land er, sanitarian of the Lee 
Cou nty H ealth D epartm ent, 
were read to the board . Both 
were ad d ressed to the Liq u or 
Control Board , asking its assis­ 
tance in clearing u p two situ a­ 
tions in the cou nty where Ober- 
land er noted he was hav ing 
trou ble in gaining cooperation. 
Walton’s Tap, Walton, was 
cited by Oberland er for hav ing 
u nsanitary 
cond itions 
and 
Pleasu re Acres, Amboy , cited 
for hav ing non-approv ed sew­ 
age facilities. 


The board referred both let­ 
ters back to the Health Depart­ 
m ent, “with power to act.”

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PARIS (AP) — The glory and 
grand eu r of France were the 
twin passions of Gen. Charles d e 
Gau lle. 
Ev ery word he spoke, each 
action he u nd ertook, reflected 
his d ream . Ev en when France 
was occu pied by the Nazis, De 
Gau lle refu sed to accept d efeat. 
In his memoirs, he ex plained 
it this way : 
“All my life I hav e thou ght of 
France in a certain way . This is 
inspired by sentim ent as mu ch 
as by reason. The emotional 
sid e of me tend s to imagine 
France, like the princess in the 
fairy tales or the Mad onna in 
the frescoes, as d ed icated to an 
ex alted and ex ceptional d estiny 


“Ou r cou ntry , as it is, su r­ 
rou nd ed by the others, as they 
are, mu st aim high and hold it­ 
self straight, on pain of mortal 
d anger. In short, to my mind , 
France cannot be France with­ 
ou t greatness.” 


De Gau lle was a cartoonists’ 
d elight. 
His 6 foot 4 inch fram e, his 
prominent nose and an ample 
pau nch, which cou ld not be con­ 
cealed ev en by ex pert tailoring, 
were easy marks for the carica­ 
tu rist’s pen. 
De Gau lle was often por­ 
tray ed as Joan of Arc, resplen­ 
d ent King Lou is XIV or Napo­ 
leon. Some of his character 
seemed to be d rawn from each 
of the three. 


De Gau lle had a stu d ied av er­ 
sion to the telephone. At least 
part of this reticence was ap­ 
parently rooted in a conv ersa­ 
tion he had with Prem ier Leon 
Blu m in 1936 to ex plain his 
v iews on armored w arfare. De 
Gau lle d escribed the meeting 
in his memoirs: 
“The telephone had ru ng 1 0 
times, d eflecting Leon Blu m’s 
attention to petty parliam entary 
or ad ministrativ e q u estions. As 


I took my leav e, and he was 
again called , he mad e a great, 
tired gestu re. ‘Ju d ge’, he said , 
‘if it is easy for the head of a 
gov ernment to hold to the plan 
y ou hav e ou tlined when he can­ 
not remain fiv e minu tes with 
the same id ea.’” 
De Gau lle d id not fall into the 
sam e trap. Describing the work­ 
ing rou tine he followed in Al­ 
giers as head of the French pro­ 
v isional gov ernment, he said : 
“ On principle, I u sed the tele­ 
phone only on rare occasions, 
and no one ev er was permitted 
to 
call 
me 
... 
My 
natu re 
warned me, my ex perience had 
tau ght me, that at the su mmit 
one can preserv e one's time and 
one’s person only by remaining 
at the remotest heights.” 


De Gau lle’s hu mor was as d ry 
and searing as a Sahara sand ­ 
storm. Close associates cou ld 
nev er recall him lau ghing in 
pu blic, althou gh he occasionally 


mu stered a pickle-tasting smile. 
In Janu ary 1962, when be­ 
hind -the-scenes mov es toward 
an Algerian peace were at their 
height, De Gau lle spotted a 
grou p of newsmen at a recep­ 
tion in the Ely see Palace. 
The presid ent walked u p to 
them and said , “Thank y ou .” 
The newsmen d id not u nd er­ 
stand why De Gau lle was ex ­ 
pressing his thanks u ntil he ex ­ 
plained : 
“ Yes, things being what they 
are. fortu nately I can read y ou r 
stories to find ou t what I think.” 
After he became presid ent of 
the Repu blic, De Gau lle mad e a 
practice of making state v isits 
to v ariou s parts of the cou ntry . 
His plan called for an official 
v isit to each cou nty in France 
d u ring his term of office. 
De Gau lle receiv ed cheers 
from the crowd s, talked with lo­ 
cal officials, and gav e scores of 
speeches to ex plain his policies. 
Bu t his trips were head aches for 


/ 


his secu rity people. He was an 
easy target for assassins as he 
plu nged into the su rging masses 
to shake ev ery hand . 
One of his ministers, worry ing 
abou t this, told De Gau lle: 
“General, the risks y ou take are 
im mense.” 
De Gau lle replied : “ Let’s get 
one thing straight. De Gau lle in­ 
terests me only as a historical 
personality .” 


British Prim e Minister Win­ 
ston Chu rchill was reported to 
hav e remarked d u ring the war: 
“The heav iest cross I hav e to 
bear is the cross of Lorraine.” 
The cross of Lorraine was the 
sy mbol of De Gau lle’s Free 
French Forces. 
When De Gau lle left Lond on 
to set u p his head q u arters in Al­ 
giers after the allied inv asion, 
he went to see British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Ed en to say 
farewell. He recalled : 
“ Mr. Ed en good -hu mored ly 


asked : ‘Do y ou know that y ou 
hav e cau sed u s more d ifficu lties 
than all ou r other Eu ropean al­ 
lies pu t together?’ 
“ I replied , smiling in my tu rn, 
‘France is a great power.’” 


De Gau lle’s v iews on Roose­ 
v elt, ex pressed in his memoirs: 
“ Franklin Roosev elt was gov ­ 
erned by the loftiest ambitions. 
His intelligence, his knowled ge 
and his au d acity gav e him the 
ability , the powerfu l state of 
which he was the lead er afford ­ 
ed him the means, and the war 
offered him the occasion to real­ 
ize them ... Bu t from the mo­ 
ment America entered the war, 
Roosev elt meant the peace to be 
an American peace, conv inced 
that he mu st be the one to d ic­ 
tate its stru ctu re, that the states 
which had been ov erru n shou ld 
be su bject to his ju d gement, and 
that France in particu lar shou ld 
recognize him as its sav ior and 
arbiter.”

Safety angle in 
microwave ovens 
being corrected 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
gov ernment has begu n elim inat­ 
ing some of the su sp icion cast 
ov er microwav e ov ens last Jan­ 
u ary when a su rv ey showed 
one-third 
of 
the 
q u ick-cook 
ov ens emitted ex cessiv e radia­ 
tion. 
Most im p ortant accomp lish­ 
ment since the su rv ey , accord­ 
ing to federal officials, is cor­ 
rection of the indu stry 's initial 
failu re to p rov ide for m ainte­ 
nance and rep air that wou ld 
keep the ov ens safe in u se. 


So far, the Dep artment of 
Health, Edu cation and Welfare 
has issu ed safety clearances for 
all models of Amana, General 
Electric and Yoshiba micro­ 
wav e ov ens. The dep artm ent 
has also cleared the newest 
models of Sears Roebu ck, Mont­ 
gomery Ward and 
Westing- 
hou se. 
Working on a model-by -model 
basis, officials ex p ect to clear 
all of the microwav e ov ens in 
the nation by the time new ra ­ 
diation emission standards go 
into effect nex t fall. 


An estim ated 120,000 m icro­ 
wav e ov ens are in serv ice in 
U.S. homes, institu tions, res­ 
tau rants and v ending machines. 
Another 7 5,000 are sold ev ery 
y ear. Sales are ex p ected to rise 
to 1.8 million, or 25 p er cent of 
the ov en m arket, by 197 6. Abou t 
40 p er cent of the ov ens now in 
u se are in homes. 
The ov ens, which generate a 
ty p e of radiation identical to ra ­ 
dar, can bake a p otato in fou r 
minu tes. 
The Florida Dep artment of 
Health has rep orted detecting 
ey e dam age among microwav e 
ov en rep airm en. Cataracts and 
bu rns hav e been rep orted from 
ex cessiv e doses of radiation 
among technicians. Sterility and 
blood dam age hav e been rep ort­ 
ed in ex p erimental animals. 
Last Janu ary the gov ernment 
rep orted a su rv ey showed 51 of 


155 ov ens checked leaked more 
than 10 milliwatts of radiation, 
the v olu ntary max imu m stand­ 
ard established by the indu stry 
in 1966. Laboratory tests showed 
some leaking 20 times the v olu n­ 
tary standard. 
Robert L. Elder, director of 
HEW’s div ision of electronic 
p rodu cts, said in an interv iew 
the indu stry was generally p rod­ 
u cing ov ens which were safe 
coming off the p rodu ction line. 
Bu t the indu stry was not p re­ 
p ared to keep the ov ens safe u n­ 
der the wear and tear of u se, 
said Elder. Some of the worst 
leakage was fou nd in ov ens 
which were ju st p lain dirty . 
Elder said one p rodu cer had 
no instru ments in the field so re­ 
p airmen cou ld sp ot check radia­ 
tion emissions. Most rep airmen 
were p oorly trained to assess 
the safety of ov ens, he added. 
As a resu lt of su rv ey s, nu m er­ 
ou s meetings with the 15 micro­ 
wav e ov en p rodu cers, indu stry 
distribu tion of radiation detec­ 
tion u nits and p rograms su ch as 
one p rodu cer’s safety training of 
1,100 rep airmen, Elder 
now 
say s: “I don’t hav e any hesi­ 
tancy abou t microwav e ov ens, 
p articu larly the new models.” 
. “They hav e resp onded on a 
v olu ntary basis to clean u p their 
op erations,” said Elder.

Is Amelia Earhart alive? 
Demand in ghettos 


NEW YORK (AP)-Two for­ 
mer Air Force officers said to­ 
day a 
10-year investigation 
strongly indicates that Amelia 
Earhart, who disappeared with 
her plane over the Pacific in 
1937, is alive and living in the 
United States, 
Lt. Col. Joe Klaas and Maj. 
Joseph Gervais said in a news 
release they believe a woman 
calling herself Mrs. Guy Bolam, 
and claiming to have flown with 
Miss Earhart, actually is the 
famed aviatrix herself. They 
base their belief largely on 
physical resemblance and Mrs. 
Bolam’s secrecy about her past. 
They said their research indi­ 
cates that Miss Earhart and her 
navigator, Fred Noonan, were 
intercepted near Hull Island in 
the Phoenix group on July 2, 
1937, by planes from a Japanese 
carrier, and that she held cap­ 
tive in the Imperial Palace in 
Tokyo throughout World War II. 
Klaas said he believes that 
Emperor Hirohito bartered Miss 
Earhart’s life and “ the secrets 
she knew, which could be em­ 
barrassing to the U.S. govern­ 
ment,” for his own freedom 
from trial as a war criminal. 
The two officers expounded 
their theory in connection with 
Klaas’ book, “ Amelia Earhart 
Lives: a Trip Through Intrigue 
to Find America’s First Lady of 
Mystery.” The book is published 
by the McGraw-Hill Book Co. 
Gervais, a former bomber 
and transport pilot and accident 


investigator for the Air Force, 
said he first met “ Mrs. Bolam” 
at a Long Island meeting of the 
Early Fliers of America in 1965, 
and had located her at various 
times in various places, includ­ 
ing Bedford, N.Y.; Newark, 
N.J.; Princeton, N.J., and Ra­ 
leigh, N.C. 
A ' McGraw-Hill spokesman 
said'Mrs. Botam has given an 
address at Jamesburg, N.J., 
and the two officers have writ­ 


ten to her inviting her to appear 
at a Los Angeles meeting Nov. 
18, when more details of their 
findings will be disclosed. 


He said she looks very much 
the way he thinks Miss Earhart 
would look at the age of 72. He 
said she denied that she is Miss 
Earhart and “ steadfastly re­ 
fused to answer questions about 
her background, birth, schooling 
or her career in aviation.”

The Doctor Says: 


Ju mble

Dear Dr. Lamb— I have gout 
but can’t seem to get a satisfac­ 
tory diet list of the items I 
should eat, even from my own 
doctor. 
Dear Reader— The idea is 
common that gouty arthritis is 
caused by eating too much. Fa­ 
mous people, like King Henry 
VIII of England, were well- 
known for their fantastic appe­ 
tites and their gout. 
Since the body is able to 
manufacture and retain esces- 
sive amounts of uric acid (the 
substance that causes gout) in­ 
dependent of the amount or type 
of protein eaten, a special diet 
alone without medicine is effec­ 
tive in only very mild cases. 
It is true that some doctors 
are less concerned bout specific 
diets because we do have better 
medicines than we once had. It 
is necessary to have a diet con-

taining all the essential nutri­ 
ents and vitamins whether you 
have gout or not. 
It is wise to limit the amount 
of fish, fowl and meat in the diet 
and get more of the protein 
from skim milk, egg whites, 
low-calorie 
(low-fat) 
cottage 
cheese, vegetables (beans are 
particularly rich in proteins) 
and cereals. Fats should be lim­ 
ited, particularly animal fat. 
Some individuals with gout 
are apt to have sudden severe 
attacks of gouty arthritis if they 
drink alcohol, particularly 
heavy wines and champagnes. 
I don’t wish to minimize the 
importance of the diet in con­ 
trolling gout, but even with the 
most restricted diet most cases 
require medicine to prevent at­ 
tacks or arthritis and deformed 
joints. The best approach is a 
sensible diet designed along the 
lines I have suggested. But you 
should see if your doctor does 
not wish to prescribe medica­ 
tion also. 
High-fat diets and starvation 
diets to reduce body weight can 
cause sudden gouty attacks in 
some cases. This is just one 
more example of the adverse 
effects of fad diets and crash 
diets. 
Injury to a joint can cause the 
sudden onset of a painful gouty 
attack. Some episodes are also 
caused by emotional upsets. 
Medicine used to eliminate ex­ 
cessive accumulations of body 
water or in the treatment of 
high blood pressure also can 
cause attacks of gout in certain 
cases.

to their needs. 
They want 
enough additional service to 
make their streets as safe and 
clean as those in white neigh­ 
borhoods. 
The survey shows that de­ 
mands for distribution of serv­ 
ices according to need now ov­ 
ershadow lingering complaints 
of outright racial discrimination 
and have widened the many 
misunderstandings between city 


hall and the ghetto. 
By far the most prevalent 
complaint was one of insuffi­ 
cient, slow or misdirected police 
protection. 
But the list of inadequacies 
also included fire protection; 
street cleaning, repair and light­ 
ing; trash collection; sidewalk 
repair; public transit; recrea­ 
tion facilities; building code en­ 
forcement; water facilities and 
traffic control. 
In these areas, cities foot 
nearly all the bill, with little of 
the federal aid that has been so 
largely poured into housing, ed­ 
ucation and employment. 
So where cities have found so­ 
lutions, they have not found the 
money to extend them beyond 
pilot programs to all their dis­ 


contented citizens. 
Here are some of the recent 
developments: 


- Since July, blacks and Puer­ 
to Ricans in two neighborhoods 
of New York City have set gar­ 
bage afire in the streets to pro­ 
test poor collections. In another 
area, a street was barricaded 
with trash cans. 


—In 
San 
Francisco 
last 
month, residents of an integrat­ 
ed. isolated public housing pro­ 
ject seized a city bus to drama­ 
tize their unmet demand for 
public transit. 


—Police in Flint, Mich., put 
special walking and scooter pa­ 
trols in a model cities neighbor­ 
hood. using federal funds, and 
cut crime by 23 per cent in the 
first month of operation. 


—The black vice president of 
St. Louis’ board of alderman is 
in his seventh year of trying to 
get a street repaved.

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Managing weath er 
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A Nimbus-4 weather satellite is tak­ 
ing Mt. Rainier's temperature eight 
times a week as it passes 680 miles high 
a v er Washington State. 
No t tha t the dormant volcano is 
a bo ut to erupt. Geologists are merely 
keeping an eye on certain “ hot spots” 
a t the peak of the 14.410-foot mountain. 
Mt. 
Rainier has exhibited just 
eno ug h physical change in recent 
y ea rs to warrant being watched, says 
the U.S. Geological Survey. A major 
wa rming trend could conceivably melt 
g la cier ice. with resultant flooding in 
the valleys. 
Keeping tabs on a volcano’s tem­ 
pera ture is only one example of how 
spa ce satellites, whose launching once 
made headlines around the world, have 
beco me indispensable scientific tools. 
They have also proved of incalcula­ 
ble benefit to all mankind. 
Over the past 10 years, meteorologi- 


cal satellites have helped prevent 
countless losses of life through ad­ 
vance warning of storms, as in last 
year's great Hurricane Camille. 
Since 1966, no major storm any­ 
where on earth has gone undetected. 
Airlines, shipping and other weather- 
sensitive commercial enterprises rou­ 
tinely use data from weather satellites. 
Say 
what 
you 
will 
about 
the 
“ waste” of spending billions of dollars 
to put men on the moon. It was the mo­ 
mentum of the excitement of the space 
race (yes, kids, people actually used to 
get excited about space) which spurred 
the development of the less glamorous 
workhorse satellites. 
But speaking of weather satellites 
and storms like Camille, science still 
runs up against one thing no instru­ 
ments can predict—the behavior of hu­ 
man beings, some of whom won’t 
budge . . .

Help or high water 


Hurricane Camille, which roared 
out of the Gulf of Mexico on the night of 
Aug. 17, 1969, was one of the most pow­ 
erful storms ever to strike the U.S. 
coastline. 
In the Gulf Coast strip which caught 
the hurricane’s full fury, 146 persons 
died and 28 others are still listed as 
missing . More than 75,000 people fled 
to sa fety . Most homes and businesses 
were damaged or destroyed. 
Yet one of the most puzzling ques­ 
tio ns left in the wake of the storm was 
why perhaps 28 per cent of the people 
in that area chose to ignore Weather 
Bureau pleas to evacuate. 
Two members of the Mississippi 
Sta te University Science Research 
Center tried to find out why. Sociolo­ 
g ists Dr. Kenneth P. Wilkinson and 
Peg g y J. Ross interviewed 384 heads of 
ho useho lds in a 45-mile ribbon of shore- 
là nd where Camille did her worst. 
Of the 384 people, 107 chose to sit out 
the hurricane, even though they were 


generally an older, stable, well-educat­ 
ed and experienced population, aware 
that the hurricane was classified as 
“ extremely dangerous.” 
The sociologists suggest that some 
of the hesitation about leaving may 
have been because people didn’t know 
their home’s height above sea level, 
even though most of them had lived in 
the area for years, and couldn’t judge 
the danger of a 20-foot tidal surge. An­ 
other reason was “ an ill-defined fear” 
that their abandoned homes would be 
looted. 
One attitude difficult to measure 
was fatalism among the elderly. A few 
people expressed the feeling that if the 
hurricane took their homes and be 
longings, they would just as soon go, 
too. 
In other words, the sociologists 
wound up with more questions than an­ 
swers about why different people be­ 
have differently during a time of com­ 
mon danger. 


Campus humor grows up 


It isn’t true that today’s college stu­ 
dents have entirely lost their sense of 
humo r. They are just more attuned to 
so cia l and political satire than their 
da ds were in the “ good old days.” 
So concludes an article, “ What 
Ha ppened to College Humor?” appear­ 
ing in the current issue of Bostonia, the 
a lumni magazine of Boston University. 
The author of the article, Robert W. 
Minton, who edited the Princeton Tiger 
in 1 940 , does not deplore the passing of 
the corny humor of his era. An exam­ 
ple: 
First Salesman—“ I hear you’re a 
salt seller. So am I.” 
, 
Second Salesman—“ Shake.” 
Compare this with the current colle­ 
giate joke about the ailing president 
who received a get-well message from 
the faculty—which passed by a vote of 
41-39 with six abstentions. 


Some preoccupations of college stu­ 
dents haven’t changed, Minton found. 
One is S-E-X. 
Sex could lead to trouble for an edi­ 
tor. The editor of Boston U ’s humor 
magazine was expelled in the ’30s for 
printing a suggestive cartoon. Today, 
just about anything goes. 
It is a good question, though, wheth 
er the “ honesty” of today’s four-letter 
words and near-pornography is a real 
improvement over this oldie, the flap­ 
per’s prayer: “ Lead us not into temp­ 
tation. Just tell us where it is and we’ll 
find it. Amen.” 
To repeat, today’s students have a 
taste for satire and biting, sophisticat­ 
ed commentary. 
But as for having lost their sense of 
humor, a look at the old days suggests 
that college students never really had 
that much humor to lose. 


Hail the Marines 


On Nov. 10, 1775, the Continental 
Co ng ress authorized the formation of 
two battalions of Marines. Two months 
la ter they were in action, assaulting 
the beaches of New Providence Island 
in the Bahamas in their first amphibi­ 
o us operation. 
As U.S. Marines throughout the 
wo rld toast their corps this Nov. 10 on 
its 195th anniversary, they look back on 
hero ism and honor from the Bahamas 
to Vietnam, “ from the Halls of Monte­ 
zuma to the shore of Tripoli.” 


They have truly “ fought in every 
clime and place,” as the Marine Corps 
hymn states. In the swelter of the South 
Pacific and Vietnam to the frozen hills 
of Korea, heroism and sacrifice have 
been the hallmarks of the corps. 
Whether aloft in helicopters, slog­ 
ging through paddies in Vietnam, serv­ 
ing aboard ships or guarding our em­ 
bassies and consulates throughout the 
world, every Marine can look with jus­ 
tifiable pride upon the heritage of his 
calling. 
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Election myths 
down the drain

HONOLULU (NEA>— Each 
general election quickly breeds 
its own myths. In this 1970 af­ 
fair, some were budding even 
before the voting. Right now, 
let’s knock those in the head 
that deserve it. 
TO B EG IN WITH, this year’s 
balloting was not in any clearly 
measurable way a referendum 
on the war in Indochina. I 
covered major races in 10 states 
and heard only two candidates 
(beaten New’ York Sen. Charles 
Goodell was one) voluntarily 
bring up the subject. Questions* 
on it from audiences also were 
relatively rare. 
ALL O VER the landscape, 
both hawks and doves won. And 
some of each lost. It would take 
a page to run through the con­ 
trasting, inconclusive results. 
THE FACT IS, and it was 
visible months ago, President 
Nixon by summertime (after 
our Cambodian adventure) had 
the war neutralized as a 1970 
political issue. 
IN C ID E N T A L LY , 
despite 
Vice President Agnew’s harsh 
assaults on Goodell for his anti- 
Nixon stance on the war, let not 
the myth grow that the New 
Yorker was purged. He was 
doomed in any event, and si­ 
lence from the Nixon-Agnew 
tower would have served his 
defeat just as well. 
THE W H ITE House aim in 
New York was to save that key 
Senate seat by electing James 
Buckley, a Republican running 
under the Conservative party 
banner because his Connecticut 
residency barred him from the 
GOP New York primary. The 
elected Buckley will vote as a 
Republican. 
THE GAM E WAS to push him 
but also to stir sympathy (not

too much) for Goodell, in hope 
liberals would resent the Agnew 
attacks and support the incum­ 
bent over the evident leader, 
Democratic Rep. Richard Ot- 
tinger. The tactic was tricky 
and might well have failed. Ot- 
tinger came to Nixon’s rescue 
by lboking bad next to the at­ 
tractive Buckley. 
ANOTHER MYTH germin­ 
ated early was that a special 
kind of apathy (a turn-off from 
the “ system” by adults as well 
as young) would keep record 
millions away from the polls. It 
is too soon for national vote to­ 
tals, but the preliminary evi­ 
dence suggests moderate to 
heavy 
voting 
in countless 
places. 
WHAT T H ERE really was in 
this campaign was unequaled 
confusion in voters, minds. One 
professional poll taken just a 
few weeks before balloting in 
the New Jersey U.S. Senate 
race showed an incredible 45 
per cent undecided. It was not a 
telephone poll of the sort which 
rioi*mally yields a high undecid­ 
ed. The undecided percentages 
ran high to the end in many 
states. 
IN MICHIGAN, Democratic 
State Sen. Sander Levin, gov­ 
ernor nominee, declared to me 
that 
the 
nation’s 
alleged 
“ apathy” concealed a furious 
energy—a people not indifferent 
but looking in bewilderment for 
answers to the economy, crime, 
unrest, etc. 
A W E E K before the election, 
an astute GOP professional 
warned me that results would 
defy pattern if the vote was 
good. He was right. Democrats 
piled up governorship gains as 
Republicans advanced modest­ 
ly in the Senate and avoided 
usual heavv House losses.

OTTAWA (N EA )— At the 
time of Canadian confederation 
in 1867, settlers praised the vast 
land as being “ like a maiden 
ready to blossom.” One century 
later it’s apparent that the blush 
has gone from the old girl’s 
cheek. There is trouble here. 
Lots. Slums, crime, drugs, pol­ 
lution— they all are spreading; 
social frustration is such that 
the possibility of anarchistic 
civil insurrection recently re­ 
sulted in the imposition of a 
state of martial law. 
AS THE MAN on the street 
puts it: “ Canada has lost her 
virginity.” 
THIS F O R F EIT U R E of inno­ 
cence has not been easy for Ca­ 
nadians to admit. The 22 million 
citizens 
have 
historically 
thought of themselves and their 
nation as uniquely just and 
democratic. They’ve called 
their way “ the highest standard 
of living in the world,” and often 
looked with bemused disdain on 
the ailments of the rest of the 
Western world. Just last month 
at the opening of Parliament, 
Governor-General Roland Mi- 
chener 
said that 
Canadians 
were so amenable to reason and 
capable of wise decision that the 
nation’s stability is “ not simply 
a matter of luck.” 
THIS BOASTFUL self-image 
is not just rhetoric. According to 
government statistics, a great­ 
er percentage of Canadian 
households own telephones, re­ 
frigerators, washing machines, 
automobiles and television sets 
than the households 
in 
the 
world’s richest nation— the 
United States. Government 
dominance is minimal and 
there are 3,851,809 square miles 
of elbow room. 
Yet it is no Utopia. It never 
has been. 
AN O FFIC IA L at the Domin­ 
ion Bureau of Statistics notes: 
“ We have always had racial 
problems, just as we have al­ 
ways had most of civilization’s 
other problems. But we’ve been 
so busy admiring our nice smile 
that we’re just now noticing the 
pimples on our face.” 
THE 
PIM PLES, 
certainly, 
are numerous. The average per 
capita wage in Canada is a 
thousand dollars less than in the 
U.S.A. (about $2,400 vs. $3,400). 
Unemployment in some prov­ 
inces often goes to 15 per cent in 
winter months. The nation’s $32 
billion public debt is 40 per cent 
of its gross national product. 
Crime— in an extravagant ex­ 
ample, such as redina, Saskat­ 
chewan— has doubled and even 
quadrupled in 
recent years. 
Montreal has 10 times as many 
heroin addicts today as it had in 
1969. And for a nation with 6 per 


cent of the world’s land and .05 
per cent of its people, pollution 
has become a national humilia­ 
tion (“ There is,” says a govern­ 
ment expert, “ no really unadul­ 
terated spotjeft here” ). 
BUT THE R EA L problem in 
Canada, as in every other West­ 
ern nation, is the social prob­ 
lem. And its fury exactly paral­ 
lels that in more publicized 
countries. 
P R IM E 
M IN ISTER Pierre 
Trudeau calls the treatment of 
the native population— EskiJ 
mos and Indians— “ one of the 
sorriest blots on our record.” 
He thus reflects the dismay 
that, as example, 78 per cent of 
Canada’s 238,000 Indians earn 
poverty wages, 95 per cent of 
the Northwest Territory “ In 
nuits” (Eskimos) are out of 
work, and the living conditions 
of both peoples are officially 
“ poor.” 
THEN T H ERE A RE the 6 
million French Canadians who 
comprise a quarter of the Do­ 
minion population and 42 per 
cent of its unemployed. Most re­ 
side in Quebec, where, accord­ 
ing to a Royal Commission re­ 
port they remain the only peo­ 
ple in Canada without govern­ 
ment medical and health insur­ 
ance, and where 8.9 per cent of 
them are out of work. 
FIN A LLY , T H ERE are the 
blacks— 80,000 altogether, 
mostly descendants of 43,000 
Negro Americans who sought 
Northern refuge before and 
during the Civil War. Their 
plight is classic. Entertainer 
Sammy Davis Jr. says: “ In 
Canada, you’re born a railroad 
porter and you die a railroad 
porter.” Blacks in every prov­ 
ince agree. 
SOME, L IK E those in Nova 
Scotia, are beginning tq form 
groups to fight back. One Negro 
leader in Halifax, Gus Wedder- 
burn, says he doesn’t want to 
tell his people to burn their ci­ 
ties down— “ but I just don’t 
know what else to teil them.” 
IN FA IRN ESS to Canada, 
none of these problems is orig­ 
inal. They exist everywhere. 
But Canadians, now being 
dragged into the revolutionary 
age, are abruptly discovering 
that their democratic flower is 
as easily wilted as anywhere 
else.* 
IT’S A HARSH lesson. Ron 
Fisher, chief of a small Mohawk 
Indian reservation near Mont­ 
real, puts it nicely: “ Up here 
the English dislike the French, 
the French dislike the Indians 
and the Indians dislike every­ 
body. We’ve always known it. 
What we have to do now is to ad­ 
mit it and maybe we can come 
up with solutions.” 
The rhetoric 
of politics

Back in 1952, when President 
Truman was still in his “ give 
’em hell” prime, he accused a 
campaigning 
General 
Eisen­ 
hower of being an advocate of 
the “ master race theory” —in 
other words, a believer in thè 
Nazi philosophy. Editorial writ­ 
ers took it in their stride. There 
were few, if any anguished 
cries from the liberal fraternity 
that Mr. Truman had smeared 
the man who led the free 
world’s armies against Hitler. 
IN FACT, Mr. Truman’s at­ 
tack on the Republican presi­ 
dential candidate was brushed 
aside as the hot words of a man 
in the heat of political battle. 
However, when Richard Nixon, 
then vice president, accused 
Mr. Truman of being a “ traitor 
to the priciples of the Demo­ 
cratic Party,” the outcry was 
tremendous. Mr. Nixon was 
charged with having called the 
President a “ traitor” — period, 
and it was only later that the 
qualifying words got into the 
public prints. To this day, there 
are many people who honestly 
believe that Mr. Nixon im­ 
pugned the patriotism of Mr. 
Truman. 
OR TAKE THE 1964 cam­ 
paign. It does not take a very 
long memory to recall the TV 
“ commercials” that the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee was 
using all over the country. One 
of them showed a little girl be­ 
ing obliterated by a nuclear 
blast, the point being that Barry 
Goldwater, if elected, would 
lead this country into war and 
holocaust. The other, aimed at 
senior citizens, showed a Social 
Security card being torn up, a 
pictorial representation of the 
Democratic charge that Sen­ 
ator Goldwater wanted to de­ 
stroy benefits to the aged. 
T H ERE WAS some tut-tut-ing 
over those commercials, but 
President Lyndon Johnson was 
not consigned to outer darkness 
for permitting these gross libels 
to be uttered on TV. As another 
example of the 
campaign 
double standard, the student of 
politics can compare the liberal 
outcry that went up when Adlai 
Stevenso| was spat upon in Dal- 


las in 1963 — a crime against 
civilization — to the mild cen­ 
sure of the San Jose mob that f 
stoned President Nixon — a put- 
up job which, in any case, he 
brought on himself. 
NOW THIS IS not to say that 
the Republicans are knights in 
shining armor and the Demo­ 
cratic liberals all scurrilous 
varlets. Neither party has a 
monopoly on hyperbole or mali­ 
cious language. Nor is either 
party clothed in virtue through­ 
out a campaign. And the last 
one, now alive only in the post­ 
mortems of those who guessed 
wrong, was no exception. But 
the reader of certain important 
newspapers or the viewer of the 
nightly mayhem on the boob 
tube would hardly know this. 
AND HOW CAN he? In the 
closing days of the campaign, 
Martin Agronsky took up a half 
hour of network time to give a 
“ report” on the campaign and 
the issues. He had with him 
Elizabeth Drew of the Atlantic 
Monthly, Frank Mankiewicz 
and Tom Braden, the column­ 
ists, and commentator Carl 
Rowan. The five ranged from 
liberal to ultra-liberal, which is 
hardly the balance that the 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission and the networks pre­ 
tend exists on the air. 
OR W HEN Jess Unruh, the 
Democratic candidate for gov­ 
ernor of California, launched 
his campaign by descending— 
with TV cameras, newspaper­ 
men, 
and 
photographers—on 
the home of one of Governor 
Reagan’s major supporters, 
routed the man out os his house, 
and pelted him with berbal 
mudpies. The liberal reaction 
was not one of revulsion, but of 
concern that Mr. Unruh has 
hurt his chances. No Republi­ 
can would have dared to put on 
a spectacle of this kind. 
IT WOULD B E too much to 
expect the liberals in the mass 
media to apply a single stand­ 
ard to the behavior of friend or 
foe. But it is just a little sicken­ 
ing to pick up Washington’s only 
morning newspaper and read of 
the horrendous campaign Mr. 
Nixon, Vice President Agnew, 
and the Republicans put on.;

Chin up, basketball fans, but the Telegraph sports editor 
is—again—a wrestling fan. 
I caught my first look at the Dixon wrestlers and their 
new coach last evening. He’s truly professional, dedicated to 
his job. 
Ron Semetis, who wrestled his high school wars at Carl 
Sandburg High School and college at Eastern Illinois, has an 
objective. No, rather, two objectives. First he wants to train 
young men, gentlemen as he puts it, in ‘the home first, here 
at school, and in the public eye. If you guys mess around and 
get into trouble, it sheds a bad light on all you are associated 
with.’ Secondly, he wants to build a champion. 
Phoneys are easy to spot. These are the guys who say 
‘we’re gonna win, and win big. Our boys will be tough.’ 
Period . . . and baloney. 
Semetis has big ideas, and you can’t help but be im­ 
pressed by his sincerity when he says he’s here to build a 
champion. 
You see, a new coach at any sport, when approached by a 
reporter usually gives this pitch: ‘I ’m glad I ’m here, because 
it looks as though people want a winning program. I believe 
we can rank in state within the next few years.’ 
That’s just what Semetis said last evening when we met. 
And he impressed me as meaning it. 
Semetis is going all out to build an even stronger wres­ 
tling program here in Dixon. He has more than 60 students 
helping out with promotion, programs, publicity, and what­ 
ever else he needs. 
Semetis issued ‘Dukes wrestling manual’, something 
rather unusual. Let me take a few bits from the book, and let 
you draw your own conclusions. Remember, throw in a note 
of honesty, when you read. 
What should you expect from wrestling? Hard work, dis­ 
appointment, the chance to prove to yourself that you can do 
something, pride in wrestling, yourself, the team, and the 
school, and memories that you’ll never forget. 
Rules 
1. East, sleep and drink wrestling. Sacrifices have to be 
made. 
2. Consider wrestling like another school subject. Wrest­ 
ling must be studied. 
3. Be a gentleman in school, public and home. 
4. Have a neat haircut and proper dress. 
5. Keep on your school work. 
6. Dating. It is not a requirement, but sometimes it does 
help. However, it must be second in importance to wrestling 
until the season is over. 
Now hold the fort! Read that last one again, and maybe 
again. It says dating sometimes helps. Now, this is different 
than what the majority coaches demand. Most think dating 
hinders the wrestler, and keeps him from the sport? thus, it’s 
almost prohibited. 
I decided to inquire about this point, and he said he hopes 
to build gentlemen through social contacts. 


Now on with more from Semetis’ handbook: 


Wrestlers who don’t make mistakes don’t wrestle. 
If it’s worth doing at all, it’s worth doing well. 
Matches are won on the practice mat. 
Nature gives us talent but it is for us to make it work. 
Wrestlers who are too weary to give a hundred per cent 
effort in'practice should be allow ed to rest on the night of the 
match. 
Did you ever see or hear of a fat man, horse, or dog winn­ 
ing a race. 
So, there you have it. Semetis isn’t going to rule with an 
iron fist, but he’s bound and determined to make champions 
out o f these wrestlers. He doesn’t look the type to just do a lot 
of talking, but will work for the title. 
Semetis may be the best thing to happen to Dixon wrest­ 
ling since its conception here.
